wisher of the country would be anx­ 
ious to m aintain the present estab­ 
lished order c. things," there are now 
proposed “at least two of the most 
revolutionary 
(ha: 
,” government 
ownership of trams porta I ion and lim­ 
itation of the powers of the suprem e 
•court. 
Mr. Coolidge described public own­ 
ership as a “most perilous undertak­ 
ing, both to the welfare of business 
aud the independence of the people." 
If powers of tim supreme court were 
limited, as proposed, he said, “the 
historian would close 
the 
chapter 
with the comment that tho people had 
ehown they were Incapable of self­ 
governm ent and the American repub­ 
lic had proved a failure." 
The president said further reduc­ 
tion in federal taxes was possible on 
the basis of tho estim ated govern­ 
m ent budget for next year, and he 
outlined as his “common sense” m eth­ 
od of t a c tio n :

T hree Children Killed and Score In­ 
jured Near Lorain, Ohio. 
Lorain, O., Oct. 24.— Three children 
w ere killed and nearly a score injured 
when an interurban car on the Lake 
Shore electric railway struck a school

Thirty-five first and second grade pu­ 
pils were in the bus and scarcely one 
escaped scratches or some degree of 
Injury.

The dead and 
Injured, including Elmer Owens, 40, 
Sheffield, driver of the bus and father 
of Albert Owens, were rushed to hos­ 
pitals here in passing automobiles or 
am bulances summoned from this city.

bus was conveying the children to 
th eir homes in and 
near 
Sheffield 
from Brookside school, about a mile 
west of where the collision happened. 
According to reports made to the po­ 
lice, the bus had nearly cleared the 
tracks when the car crashed into it, 
overturning it and dropping it into a 
six-foot ditch.

Recent dispatches have indicated that 
Feng Yu Hsiang, a nominal ally of 
WU Pei Fu. President 
Tsao 
Kun’s 
military leader, has been wavering 
and might seize the opportunity for a 
drive on the capital. 
If Feng really 
has revolted against 
the 
president 
and General Wu, the position of the 
central Chinese government would be 
most precarious. 
Feng is a Christian 
general. 
The 
southern 
leaders 
apparently 
are Jealous of 
their 
own sectional 
power and have no intention of weak­ 
ening their strength by sending aid 
to Pekin The present situation would 
indicate a general 
breaking 
up 
of 
rival Chinese forces into even sm aller 
groups, with each leader fighting for 
supremacy in his own territory. 
Chang Tso Lin now occupies the 
whole of Manchuria and has overrun 
a largo part of northern Chi Ll. 
Severing of connections with Pekin 
followed the sudden return to the cap­ 
ital of the Christian general, Feng Yu 
Hsiang, whose well trained army has

Market Ratio of Gold and Silver. 
At tho present price of foreign iii. 
ver, 68 cents an ounce, an ounce of 
gold, $20.67, Is worth practically thirty 
times the value of an ounce of silver. 
The United States government paid 
a dollar an ounce for silver produced 
In the United States under a law 
passed during the World war. which 
provided for helling about 300.000.000 
American silver dollars, melted into 
bullion, to the English government, 
and for the replacement of these sil­ 
ver dollars by purchase of silver from 
domestic producers at a dollar an 
ounce, regardless of its world value. 
On this basis the ratio of gold to sil­ 
ver value Is about twenty to one.
